THIRD DAY. 


Reports from Home Mussionaries. 


(Reported especially for the DaILy NEws 


by its own Reporter.) 
FAYETTEVILLE, Noy. 8th, 1872. 
The most of to-day has been spent in 


hearing reports from the various mis- 
sionaries, and devising plans for increase 
of church extension. 


The reports from the various mission- 


ary fields were very encouraging to tbe 
denomination. there having been about 
seven thousand additions to the church, 
and a large gain over any previous year 
of contributions to the objects of the 
Convention, making in the aggregate 
over jifteen thousand dollars. 


There are now left but very few Bap- 


tist Associations in the State that are 
not co-operating with the Convention. 
This has been accomplished by the 
Corresponding Secretary, Rev. Jas. D. 


Hutham, and Mr. J. H. Mills, Editor of 


the Biblical Recorder, both of whom 


have traveled in every section of the 
State during the past year, assisting and 
directing in the conducting of Associ- 
ations, and laying the objects of the 
Convention before the people. 

There have been several new houses 
of worship erected, and it is thought, 
under the direction of the Church Ex- 
tension Board many more will be com- 
pleted during the coming year. 

Shaw Collegiate Institute, for the 
education of colored ministers, located 
at Raleigh, was very highly compli- 
mented in remarks by Rev. W. A. 
Weaver to-day. 

The subject of endowment of Wake 
Forest College has been taken up and 
will be determined upon to-morrow, 


LAST DAY OF THE SESSION. 
FAYETTEVILLE, Nov. 10. 


The churches to-day are all pretty 
well filled. Dr. Wingate preached at 


the Baptist, Dr. Pritchard at the Metho- 


dist, and’ Rev. Levi Thorne, of Newbern, 
at the Presbyterian church this morn- 
ing. 

Dr. McDowell, of Wadeshoro Female 
Seminary, preached the closing sermon 
of the Convention to a very large audi- 
ence. 

After the sermon, Dr. Brooks, Presi- 
dent of the Convention, delivered a few 
very touching remarks, and the dele- 
gates bade each other “iarewell,” sing- 
ing “All hail the power of Jesus’ name.”

DISEASED ANIMALS RECOVERING 


Yesterday morning the Epizootic 
made its appearance in nearly two- 
thirds of the private stables of the city, 
and we may safely say that over two- 
thirdsof the horsesin the city are at- 
tacked. Those that have careful treat- 
ment and are properly attended to, seem 
to suffer but little, and owners have no 
apprehension of fatality or cven injury 
to their animals.

The weather is clear and mild. The 
horses that have been several days 
attucked are rapidly recovering. It is 
believed that in ten days the crisis will 
have passed.

THE J. BRINTON SMITH MYSTERY. | 


B'erdict of the Coroncr’s Jury. 


SMITH AND DAUGHTER 
COMMITTED TO JAIL. 


Application to be made fora Writ 
of IKEabeas Corpus to Secure Bail. 


The decision of the Cozoner'’s Jury in 
the case of the Rev. Dr..J. Brinton Smith 
published in yesterday’s issue of the 
News, though unofficial, was in the 


main correct. The verdict (official) 
reads as follows: 

“That the deceased, J. Brinton Smith, 
came to his death onthe morning of 
the 1st day of October, 1872, trom the 
effects of strychnine mixed in a dose of 
seidiitz powcer, administered by Fran- 
ces L. Maan,and that Mary E. Smith 
was the custodian of a key of a closet in 
which was found a vial of said poison- 
ous drug.” 

As many that read this article may be 
unacquainted with the case as p,evious- 
ly stated, we will state that on the 
morning of the 1st of October, Rey. Dr. 
J. Brinton Smith, President of St. Au- 
gustine College of this city, and an 
Episcopal clergyman of high standing, 
died suddenly at his residence in this 
city. From information obtained trom 
his attending physician, Dr. E. Burke 
Haywood, in regard to the manner of 
his death, a coroner's jury was summon- 
ed to investigate the matter. After de- 
liberating nearly a day, in which many 
witnesses were summoned and exam- 
iaed,it was shown that Dr. Smith drank 
a Seildlitz powder, prepared by his 
daughter, Mrs. Francis L. Mann, and 
the sugar used in sweetening the draught 
was taken from acloset by Mrs. Smith, 
his wite; that a few minutes after 
drinking the powder, Dr. Smith was 
taken with convulsions and died in 17 
minutes. Whereupon the jury ordered 
that the stomach and brains of Dr. 
Smith be taken by the Coroner to Phil. 
adelphia and examined by Dr. Genth, 
of that city, and the jury adjourn until 
his report is received. 

On Monday the Coroner called the 
jury together and submitted the report 
and professional opinion. The jury 
were in secret session for several hours, 
and at 74 o’clock Monday night agreed 
upon the verdict as above. 

The Coroner yesterday issued his 
Warrant lor the arrest of Mrs. Francis 
L. Mann and Mrs. Mary E. Smith, 
and at 5 o'clock, p, m., they were ar- 
rested by Sheriff Lee and committed to 
the common jail of Wake county. The 
ladies were brought to the jail in a close 
carriage, attended only by Sheriff Lee 
and Hon. K. P. Battle, their counsel.— 
The Sheriff, after being admitted to the 
parlor, informed the ladies of the un- 
pleasant duty the law required him to 
perform, but instead of the scene that 
he anticipated, the prisoners expressed 
their willingness to submit to the ma- 


jesty of the law, exhibiting no unusual 


feelings of horror or distress, but only 
asked an hour for preparation,which was 
of course granted by the Sheriff. 

We learn that application will be 
made by defendants counsel for a writ 
of Hlaboas Corpus tor the release of the 
prisoners, 

We would be glad to publish the ex 

amination before the Coroner in full, 
and also the report of Dr. Genth in ez- 
tenso, but owing to its great length we 
cannot conveniently do so, and moreover 
it does not contain more than the facts 
herein briefly stated. 
While the entire community deeply 
sympathize with the unfortunate ladies, 
charged with the commission of this 
terrible crime, yet the general sentiment 
ia regard to the guilt of the parties is 
divided,the affair being the only topic of 
street Conversation yesterday, 

The high social position of Dr. 
Smith and family in the community, 
and the unfortunate sequel of his sud 
den death, necessarily creates a great 
deal of excitement in the city.

MEETING OF SYMPATHY witH Bos- 
TON.—Last evening at 74 o'clock a 
highly respectable assemblage of our 
citizens took place at Metropolitan Hall, 


to offer sympathy and aid to the suffer- 
ers by the Boston disaster. Many of 
Raleigh’s best people were present, 
among whom were three of our city 
clergymen—to-wit: Rev, Dr. Smedes, 
Rev. Dr. Mason and Rey. Father 
McNamara. On the stand with the 
Chairman, Dr. Blacknall, were Governor 
Caldwell and Mayor Whitaker. The 
meeting being called to order, a series 
of resolutions were read and adopted, of 
which the following is a copy: 

“We citizens of leigh, N. C., hav- 
ing heard of the great calamity which 
has befallen the city of Buston, by the 
destruction by fire of many of its prin- 
cipal buildings, embracing a space of 
eighty acres, and property amounting 
to two hundred miltions of dollars, do 

Resolve, That we offer to the citizens 
of Boston our heartful sympathies in 
this their day of affliction. 

Resolved further, That we keenly 
sympathise with those persons of Bos- 
ton, who by this sad calamity have been 
rendered destitute of the comforts of 
— and many of the necessaries of 

ife. 

Resolved, That a Committee of five be 
appointed by the Chairman of this 
meeting to solicit donations from our 
citizens, which donations, when col- 
lected, shall be sent to the Mayor of 
Boston, to be applied to objects of suf- 
fering, as an offering of friendship from 
the city of Raleigh. 

Resolved, That our Mayor be requested 
to transmit to the Mayor of Béston a 
copy of these resolutions, and that our 
city papers publish the same. 

Several gentlemen made speeches ex- 
ptessive of sympathy with the sufferers. 
Sherift Lee gave a view of what the 
losses and sufferings of those must be 
who are thrown out of employmeat, and 
out of their homes, and as Mr. Lee was 
so long an inhabitant of Boston, none 
could more faithfully portray the cor- 
dition of these poor people. Col. S. T. 
Carrow gave reasons why we should 
sympathise with Boston, and said that 
in 1866, that city sent to Raleigh the 
sum of $7,000 <o aid our citizens in the 
sufferings of that year. The record of 
this munificent donation can be seen at 
the Raleigh National Bark. 

Hereupon, Dr. Blacknall, the Chair- 
man, called on Rev. Father McNamara, 
as one who lived long in Boston, to give 
the meeting some sentiments in connec. 
tion with this oceasion This Rev. 
gentleman rose and delivered a speech 
which was well received by all present. 

Rev. Dr. Smedes was next called, and 

made some very kind and touching re- 
marks, wherein he expressed a hope that 
our ciuizens weuld come generously 
forward at this call of charity. 
A Committee was then appointed to 
solicit donations among our people. 
The following gentlemen compose this 
Committee: 

Rev. Dr. Mason, Col, S. T. Carrow, 
W.C, Stronach, Esq., R. H. Battle, Jr., 
and the City Clerk, Mr. M. Grausman., 
It is sincerely hoped that the citizens 
of Raleigh who know when true charity 
calls, and who have hearts capable of 
feeling for sufferers under every circum- 
stance, will contribute generously to 
this subscription. The Committee will 
call on those who can afford to coa- 
tribute, and iet the open hand of gene- 
rosity be extended. If the Committee 
overlook any persons in their rouuds, 
we trust such will hand in their dona- 
tions at the Yarborough Hovse to Dr. 
Blacknall, and their names will be 
appended to the complete list of contri- 
butors, which shall be printed in a day 
or two and sent on to Boston as a me- 
morial of the sympathy and generesity 
of our people.

The Boston Fire in London. 
Lonpon, Noy. 12. } 


All the London morning papers ex- 
press the deepest sympathy for the suf 
ferers by the conflagration in Boston — 
They attribute great disaster to bad 
management of the fire department, 
police anc municipal authorities of that 
city. The Standard says the Boston 
fire is a scandalous Outrage on civiliza- 
tion and an evidence of most inefficient 
city Government. By way of showing 
superiority in cases like that of the Bos 

ton fire of small and well organized fire 
department over a large, but badly 
managed one, it compares the small 
London fire brigade and the narrow 
crooked streets and alleys of this city, 
where fire seldom gets beyond the buil- 
dings wherein they originate to the 
thousands of undisciplined firemen, to 
the huge granite structures and open 
places in Boston. It says the best por 

tion of the city was destroyed for want 
ot good management to prevent the 
progress of the flames, which were 
finally stopped by gun powder, and this 
wretched business was entrusted to 
volunteer citizens, instead of skilled 
operators, It is believed here that the 
amount of insurance in London com 
panies upon the property in the burnt 
district of Boston is two millions and 
five hundred thousand dollars. A Com

Important Development of Virginia 
Metals. 

Wasurneton, Nov. 13.

THE BOSTON FIRE--ITS EX- 
TENT AND FECT. 

Our editorial remarks yesterday on 
Boston’s caiamity were penucd alter 
reading Sunday's dispatches, and of} 
course before the extent of the loss and 
the particulars of t_e¢ disaster were fully 
known. Later intelligence trois the un | 
fortunate city gives the gratifying infor. 
mation that the pecuniary losses fall 
Chiefly upon the wealthy and those most 
able to bear them, and there is compar- ] 
atively but little suffering among private 
families. The buildings consumed were 
chiefly stores and warchouses, most of 
which were more or less insured. The 
whole number of business bouses burned 
is put down at nine hundred and thirty, 
aod the number of dwellings und lodg- 
ing houses at sixty. The iatter are 
mostly tenements occupied by Irish la- 
borers and the lowest classes of eociety, 
who are crowded into small rooms 
somewhat after the manner of the in- 
mates at the Five Points in New York. 

The class of inhabitants that will 
fecl the calamity most keenly, and that 
deserve the most sympathy and assis 
tance, are the female operatives in the 
large factories, who bave been suddenly 
deprived of employment and are thus 
thrown upon the cold charities of the 
world. The number of these destitute 
females will probably reach fifteen 
thousand. 

The first estimate of the loss was two 
hundred millions of dollars—one huo- 
dred million in the destraction of 
buildings and one hundred in that of 
merchandise. This is prebably an ex- 
aggeration. Five miles of streets were 
toially destroyed, which included some 
of the largest, most elegant and costli- 
est stores in the country. Many of 
these were largely insured and were 
owned by the wealthiest citizens of 
Boston, so that the losses will fall most 
heavily on the Fire Insurance Compa- 
nies of the North, several of which have 
aiready suspended ia consequence of thie 
fire. 

The business houses consumed con- 
sisted, to a great extent, of wholesale 
shoe and leather establishments, and 
wool and dry goods jobbing houses. 

It is said there is not left standing a 
single wholesale shoe and leather house 
in Boston. The result of the fire will 
seriously affect this department of trade, 
for a short while at least, but the effect 
will be only temporary. 

The Bostonians will doubtless follow 
the example sect them by the people of 
Chicago who went bravely to work after 
the destruction of their city some twelve 
months ago, and soon made the charred 
ruins give way to handsome and sub. 
stantial buildings. Chicago is now 
more prosperous and attractive than 
before. In less than twelve months 
Boston will be rebuilt, and will exhibit | 
the same activity and thrift in trade and 
business circles for which the city has 

always distinguished.

The letter trom me to Judge Henry, 
embraced is the article, and upon which 
the assault is based, carries on its face 
a refutation of the whole slander.
